A TALK WITH COOPER 


Information :in Regard^to Our Public 


Building. 


WHY IT HAS BEEN DELATED 


Interviews That Mr, Cooper Had with 


a Superintending Architect—Some, 
Facts in Regard to Racine Harbor 
and the Appropriations. 


• Last eveninc a JOUKNAL reporter man- 
aged to catch Hon. H. A. Cooper when he 
was not besieged with visitors or waa bnsy 
with law cases. Although the gentleman 
bad a bad niegc of sickness at Washington 
.he has fully recovered and in a short time 
will make a canvass of the First Congres- 
sional district. The scribe interviewed the 
gentleman in regard to matters ol interest 
to citizens of Racine county and ascertained 
many interesting facts. 


In reply to a question concerning 


TUB XJ3W PCJBMC BUILDING 


for Racine Mr. Cooper said: 


"Soon after I went to Washington to 


attend the session of- congress, one year ago 
last August, I went to the oiico of the 
supervising architect of the treasury with 
a view Of having work begun on the Racine 
public building, aud thereafter, daring 
that session, made several visits ol a similar 
character. 
The results of these visits were 


set forth iu au interview published in our 
two local dailies when I came home at tbe 
end of that session. You will remember 
that I then stated that I bad seen sketches

»nd exercise of ownership. 
But Illinois 


courts have settled the principle that the 
naked trespass upon n public street or pub- 
lic land cannot ripen into a legal right as 
a«aiust the public by a mere lapse of time. 
Thus the Illinois and Ohio legal luminaries 
differ. One would assert that railroads cannot 
by mere lapse of time make way of other peo- 
ple's property; aud the other asserts prop- 
erty can be legally stolen provided no one 
says anything about it for n certain 'lapse 
of time. Of tbe two the people will cer- 
tainly say tlie Illinois view is correct.

Fo'iV remember that near tho qniet 


little city of Charlottusvillo, in Virginia, 
on tho wooded hillside, lios tho dust of 
Thomas Jefferson. Almost SSO years ago 
his "Welsh "ancestry settled in Virginia. 
His father, Peter Jefferson, was a snr- 
veyor and planter nncl was known, 
througbont tho now south as Ji man of 


• groat muscle. Ho introduced tho early 
rod eyo china boan and tho grapevine 
overcast 
catch-as-catch-can "wrastlo | 


holt," which meant eight weeks in the 
hospital and cnrvaturo of tho spine. 


Potor Jefferson was also ono of tho 


first colonels in the south and for 10 
years had Uttlo competition in that lino. 
Ho was also a member of tho legislature.

children were born to them. Ho died 
when tho youngest child wns-82 months 
old, leaving ],000 ncres o£ land and 30 
slave!;. 


Thomas nt this timo was 14 years of 


ago, with thick rod hair. Ho attended 
William and Mary college two years 
and then studied law four years under 
Goorgo Wytho at TV'iUiamsburg. 


At tho ago of 2-1 ho was admitted to 


the bar. 
Goorgo Wytho, under whom 


bo studied, also gave Chief 
Justice 


Marshall aud Homy Clay their clear, 
and nccurato notions of law. 


Thomas Jefferson, also studied tho 


•violiu, aiid after rending that "law is a 
rule of action, proscribing what is right 
and prohibiting what is -wrong," ho 
would turn to his violin, expcctorato ou 
tho keys to keep them from slipping 
while tuning up, and -then practice, so 
his biographer says, for three hours nt a 
timo. 


And yet lie got votes enough in after 


years to elect him president of tho 
United States. 


Thomaa Jc'.tVcrsou was eminently suc- 


cessful at tho bar for eight yuavs, start- 
ing in with ('••!'• <.-;:si.'» thu lirst year and 
gradually \vovkmjj~up to -130 cases iu 
his fourth year of practice. Ho studied 
hard at tho law even then, and it is 
said that his industry :is a .student was 
something truly remarkable all his life. 


When his fathor died, Jefferson went 


at once to tho store and bought 20 gal- 
lons of midnight oil. I got this informa- 
tion from Joseph Jefferson, who has 
given mo many of tiio points and con- 
siderable of tho data used in this littlo 
sketch of tho early life of Jefferson, tho 
statesman. 


Thomas oarnert at tho bar as high as 


£500, which was regarded in those 
times ns a-' groat income. He was very 
economical, and out of this income ho 
managed to save enough for tho pur- j 
chaso of 5,000 acres of laud, according I 
to James Part™, in addition to what i 
lie already owned.

Mr. .Toffersc-n in 1TT3 married Martha 


Skeltou, n young, beautiful, wealthy 
nnd childless widow, who died the fol- 
lowing year, and thus doubled Mr. Jof- 
forsou's income. 


Iu 17GW he entered politics, having 


been, elected a member of the house of 
burgesses. These burgesses wero men 
who mot occasionally to discuss tho 
previous question. Ho was noted for his 
liberality aud for his disapproval of 
slavery. Ho was not so nl tra antislavory 
as John Brown, whoso soul is at present 
engaged in marching on, but ho regarded 
tho institution with grief aud solicituda 
for tho future. 


Though strongly attached to 
tbfi 


mother country, ho united with Patrick 
Henry and tho Lees in denouncing tho 
course pursued by Great Britain toward 
tho colonists. 
Ho expressed himself 


many times both by voice and pen rela- 
tive to this matter ia no uncertain tone, 
and tho same, spirit actuated him in 
his oaiiy efforts us is breathed iu such 
glowing language and soul stirring sen- 
timents as wo find iu tho Declaration of 
Independence iii later years. 


It is said that Jefferson's ill feeling 


toward the mother country originated 
in 1770, wlieu a representative of King 
Goorgo visited this country and was in- 
troduced to Jefferson at a plain Virginia 
dinner of fried chicken and beaten 
trend. The Englishman's name was Sir 
Goorgo Aklernoy, and ho had a pompous 
way which Jefferson did not like nnd 
could not tolerate. 
. At tho dinner, iii conversation with 
Jefferson, Sir George, who had turned 
up his nose at tho simple food offered 
him by his colonial friends, referred to 
his ill health, and Jefferson asked him 
what his ailment, was. 
Sir George re- 


plied that ho suffered a great deal from 
insomnia. 


"I used to havo that a good deal my- 


self, " Bnid Jefferson, "especially while 
in college, but ono day I wout to bod 


aud slept it off. Did you over try that, 
Sir Goorgo?" 


It is said that Aldornoy wroto homo 


to ono of the papors in London regard- 
ing tho above incident, giviug it ns an 
illustration of colonial ignorance. This 
made 
Mr. 
Jefferson 
so mad that 


throughout his long and useful life he 
never forgavo tho mother country. 


After tho dinner was over it is report- 


ed that Sir Goorgo actually took Jeffot- 
Bon aside and said to him: "I bog pa*- 
don, Mr. Jefferson, but -you know—I 
couldn't go away without tolling you 
that you mado n terrible ass of yourself 
at tho tablo just now, and rather than 
eee you repeat it, you know, I thought 
I would call your attention to it. 


"You know, I understand, of cawse; 


that you have had few advantage's here 
among tho savages, and so you know 
very little of tho use of words, aud so 
you made a very serious erraw just now. 
Ton romeinbah that I referred to the 
laot that I was troubled with insomnia, 
dear boy, and you told mo that once you 
had it in college. And, me Gawd, Mr. 
Jefferson, you eaid you wont to bed and 
olaptithoft! 


"Don't you know that tho very trou- 


ble with insomnia is that you cawn't 
gleop it hoff?" 
"Is that Dossible?" said Jefferson, 


with well assumed horror. "Why, I 
thought it was something like oolio!" 


Ever after this Mr. Jefferson was 


found upon all questions to be bitterly 
opposed to a monarchy in any form 
whatever. 


Mr. Jefferson was <a .poor orator, 


though many people at this date put 
him along with -Patrick Henry, 'forget- 
ting that Jefferson was a student and 
not an orator. His greatest work was 
with tho pen and as an authority upon 
all questious of law and statesmanship. 
Though Patrick Henry was a most elo- 
quent man, ho left nothing to bo com- 
pared with tho Declaration of Independ- 
ence. There is a magnetism" peculiar to 
the orator which is marvelous for the 
moment, bub it perishes with the voice 
that awakened it. 


On the Fourth of July, 1770, the 


draft of tho immortal Declaration of In- 
dependence was completed, and in that 
document will forever live the un- 
quenchable spirit of tho redheaded stu- 
dent, while tho spontaneous but uncon- 
sidered outbursts of Henry hiivo dwin- 
dled down to a lino and died away in 
tho remote comers of tho ccholess past. 


Jefferson instituted tho abolition of 


entail and primogeniture aud did a good 
deal in tho matter of. reconstruction aft- 
er tho government fell into tho hands of 
"tho rabols." Ho also encouraged re- 
ligious freedom, and to him is due tho 
roligous liberality which New England 
so sadly lacked at that time. 
Jefferson 


had rather '"advanced" ideas regarding 
religioL', aud it is said that he died 
without tho hope of a literal hell for 
those who disagreed with him. 


Jefferson is also responsible largely— 


moro than any other man, in fact—far 
our decimal currency, tho only proper 
method of arranging money so that it 
may be rapidly computed. No one can 
fully appreciate this until he has labor- 
ed with pounds, shillings, pence nnd 
farthings. 


In 17S3 his second wife died, leaving 


threo children, and crazed with -grief 
Mr. Jefferson accepted tho'position of 
minister to Paris. Ho was asked if ho 
would replace Franklin tit that place. 
"No," said ho. "I succeed him. No one 
oould replace him.'' 


Ho pitied tho French, who were then 


priest, ridden aud little move than slaves, 
plundered by t-lio nobility after tho 
church had taken everything it could 
got hold of. Ho returned to act as Gen- 
eral Washington's secretary of state, re- 
siding at 07 Maiden lane, New York 
city. Ho and Alexaudcr'Hamilton 'were 
bitterly opposed to each other on most 
political questions, Jefferson sympathiz- 
ing with thu French revolutionists, 
while Aleck did nor. Jefferson was a 
plain republican, while Aleck was moro 
of an aristocrat and ato pio with a fork 
till tho clay of his death. 


In 170C ho was elected vico president 


and in 1S01 beoamn president. Ho suc- 
ceeded himself and declined a third 
term in order to retire to his beautiful 
homo at Mouticello. where he died on 
tho fiftieth anniversary of the Declara- 
tion of ludepcndunco, a 1'cw hours before 
tho death of his contemporary, John 
Adams, Ho is buried at Mouticollo,

Paper PBiisl'orSIijppincCiwcr.—One FpOJid 


1 or .Two PouDd Sections. 


G. M. Doolittle, tho well Icnown apia- 


rist, uses paper paiis insido. of- his ship- 
ping cases to; .catch the drip from any 
section that may chance to leak. Thesa 
pans are made of juauilla paper. 
Mr. 


Doolittlo tolls his plan, as follows in The 
American Bee Journal: 


A pieco of board was fitted to the in- 


sido of tho case, the board being SOVBB- 
eighths of an inch thick. The paper was 
now cut 1 % larger each way than was 
this board, so that when this paper was 
folded up evenly all around it tho sides 
of the paper pans wero just seven-eighths 
of au inch. deep. . The pan was • then 
slipped insido of tho case, and a littlo 
strip of wood, just'»s long as tho case 
was • wide aud one-half inch wide by 
three?sixteenths thick, was placed at 
such distances along tho inside'of the 
pnpor pan as was necessary, so that the 
ends of the sections rested upon it, thus 
keeping them up three-sixteenths of an 
inch from tho paper, thus allowing the 
drip to rest below the sections, so that 
tho outside of the cafes was never soiled, 
while tho bottoms nl' the sections were 
kept clean also if anything should oc- 
cur to start tho Iwuioy iu thorn leaking. 
This of course requires the cases to be 
made three-sixteenths deeper than they 
would be were it not for thesa littla 
strips of wood, but tho keeping of the 
sections cioau is of tally as much im- 
portance as the preventing of tho dnp 
through tho cases. 


Which" colony will store the more sur- 


plus honey, tho one provided with ono 
pound sections or tho 0110 having two 
pound sections? The foregoing query 
was asked in tho journal quoted arid 
answered by 13 apiarists, 
Tho ma- 


jority seemed to think thoro is very 
little difference, the little, if any, being 
in favor of tlio two pound sections. One 
beekeeper expressed tho opinion that tho 
one pound sections soil more readily. 
Another thought that, whilomoro honey 
is gainwl with tho two pound sections, 
you will have moro finished sections 
with tho ono pomid stylo, which aro al- 
ways moro salable. 
A third beekeeper 


said: "I do not think it makes any dif- 
ference. 
I hnvouKido up rnymiud that 


when bees are disposed to Ftoro honey 
they will put it wherever they can Had 
space." 


A Kccipo Tor Prgscrvinj: ECS.I. 


Hero is ono of tho mauy recipes that 


aro floating nbonc for liming eggs: 


Tako 24 gallons of water, 12 pounds 


of unslacked limo aud -1 pounds of salt, 
or iu that proportion, according to tho 
quantity of eggs to bo preserved. Stir it 
well several times a day ruul then let, it 
staud until the liquor has settled and is 
perfectly clear. Draw or carefully dip 
off tlio clear liquid, leaving tho sedi- 
ment at the bottom. Take for the above 
amount of liquid a ounces each of bak- 
ing soda, crenju of tartar, saltpeter and 
borax and an onuco of alum. Pulverize 
and mix these rny.l dissolve in a gallon 
of boiling water and add to the mixture 
about 20 gallons of pure jinicwnter. 
This will about fill a cider barrel., Put 
tho eggs in carefully so as not to crack 
any of l;!ie shells, lotting tho water al- 
ways stand ail inch above the eggs, 
which can be done by placing a barrel 
head a littlo smaller upon them and 
weighing it. Thisaiuor.ucof liquid will 
preserve loO dozen eggs. It. isnot neces- 
sary to wait to get' a full barrel or small- 
er package of eggs, bnt thcsy cnu bo put 
in at anytime that theycaii bo obtained 
fresh. 
- The same liquid should be used 


only onco.

National Irrigation Rescrvcim. 


There aro vast domains in- the south- 


west and west which cannot be brought 
into cultivation by the ordinary proc- 
esses of irrigation which the individ- 
ual farmer resorts to, but which,1 with 
tho aid of 'the government in the con- 
struction of largo reservoirs from which 
water can be drawn as rieeded, can be 
made tt> bloom""liko a garden. With a 
view to bringing about 'this happy re- 
sult Senator Peffor asked congrcfs to 
appropriate $500,000 with which to 
construct reservoirs in tho arid portions 
of the fair west for storing water during 
the winter and early spirng for irriga- 
tion purposes when- needed later. The 
Chicago Hay Trade Journal, comment- 
ing ou the foregoing, says: 


But Senator Peffer will find that 


$500,000 will only be a drop in tho 
bucket for completing tho proposed en- 
terprise. Tho scheme contemplated is 
to construct huge reservoirs in the moun- 
tainous and semimountaiuous portions 
of tho arid countries wht'rein the water 
from tbo spring freshets which now 
serve no beneficial purposes, and, in 
fact, contribute annually to a work of 
destruction in swelling tho rivers and 
streams, can be stored for use when the 
hot and dry season comes on. 


It is advanced seriously by those who 


havo given this subject attention that 
nothing will so tend to change the dry 
climatic conditions of these arid por- 
tions as the construction of those same 
reservoirs, where a constant evaporation 
will bo taking place the year around in- 
stead of being confined to a few days in 
tho spring in which tho freshets occur. 
Onco under cultivation, with tho aid of 
irrigation, a vast change in general con- 
ditions will no doubt: take place. 


It is claimed by somo diat, as our 


grazing lauds are now being rapidly en- 
croached upon by tbo demands of agri- 
culture, ic will be necessary to reclaim 
the arid regions for grazing purposes. 


Settingrenco I'osts. 


Posts that aro Ho bo placed in clay 


soil which is liable to heave by the ac- 
tion of frost will retain their original 
position longer if they are set in dug 
holes instead of being driven, according 
to American Cultivator. TJuless all the 
sharpened portion is placed below the 
action of tho frost, and ovou then, if at 
the time of freezing the soil is soaked 
with water, tlin action of frost isflinblo 
to raise t-lie post upward. However, as 
soon as frost loaves tho soil a few blows 
on top of the post with a heavy maul 
will return ic to its original depth, 
which could not bo so easily doiia if tho 
post was square at the bottom, as cartli 
would fall in the cavity. On most soils 
sharpened posts are best, and when of 
dr.rnblo material, like cedar, oak or chest- 
ntir, and wlioro the fencing material is' 
wire, a post 4 inches in diameter will 
last as long and be just as serviceable as 
oue 0 inches or more in diameter, and 
tho cost is usually less. 


KunsaH Frtx-mors Jtejtort Tlmfc Their Ex- 


periences yavor Tlii.M Method, 


Ono class of farmers boliovcs that all 


grass seud ought to bo sown in tlio 
spring. Annfchcr favors fall seeding 
whenever circumBtaiicos will porrait. In 
Kansas a uuraber of complaints have 
been made concerning spring sown al- 
falfa; that tha young plants aro too 
weak to begin with, and when hot, dry 
weather conies tho gross dies down. In 
summarizing tho report of farmers who 
havo practiced fall seeding of alfalfa 
tho Kansas Farmer says: 


All who haYO .reported on this timo of 


seeding havo -uniformly spoken in its 
favor. It is best to plow tiio land thor- 
oughly and as early as convenient after 
harvest. It should bo harrowed until a 
good seed bed is obtained.

WASmKGTOM', Oct. 6.—S.'W. Lamoreaux, 


o*iinmissioncr of tho general land office, in 
his annual report shows that there lias not 
been as much, activity' in public land mat- 
tors tills year as previously, duo to the 
hard times in tho west and the consequent 
decrease In immigration. ' Tiio roost im-

Much Government Timber Injured. 


"These fires seriously affected valuable 


public' timber-bearing .land in tho re- 
gion of country over which they extended. 
A great pare of the land 'burned 'over is 
now hold by settlers vrho arc in process of 
perfecting title to the prcmises/occupied 
by them, but who havo not y'ct resided 
•sufficiently long thereon to permit them 
to immediately prove up and complete 
titles under existing statutes. The tim- 
ber affected by these'fircil has been left in 
such a condition that if not cut and dis- 
posed, of in a short time [it will bccomo 
'worm-eaten and worthless, thus depriv- 
ing tho land of a great portion of its value 
to'the settler seckin.; title. 
Applications 


have been made by the sufferers from 
these fires for permission to cut the timber 
from their land and sell it atcncc before it 
becomes worm-eaten, decayed and worth- 
less. 
Ilccoimncmlatloii to Conjrrcss. 


"This office has not felt warranted by 


law to grant the permission risked Tor, in- 
asmuch os_ -'standing timber,' whether 
green and growing or burned and dead, is 
a part of the realty and cannot bo disposed 
of separate from the land in the absence of 
special provision of law. From tho facts 
stated it is clear, however, that unless 
some authority is given by which the set- 
tlers may utilize the timber on their re- 
spective claims, much additional loss and 
suffering must ensue to them, and millions 
of feet of now valuable timber must go to 
destruction. I therefore urgently recom- 
niend that promptly upon the .reassembling 
of congress a law be enacted by which the 
settlers shall lie allowed to perfect their 
claims by commutation thereof to cosh 
purchase "at the legal price per acre. 
Other Provjstmis for Kellef.

It would seem that tho In- 
stincts ot humanity and justice unito to 
demand such legislation. I would further 
recommend that such other provisions for 
tho relief of these settlers as congress 
miry doom proper may be mode, following 
tho'prtccdcnt set in a similar case of fires 
in some states by tho act ot congress of 
June S, 1S72."
